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The North Scott Varsity Wrestlers started out the dual meet season with a 39-7 victory 
over a usually tough Camanche outfit, then came Newman (won 35-12) making weight 2 con- 
secutive days, Pleasant Valley (won 27-20) very hard fought, Riverdale (won 27-22)weight 
certification, Davenport Central (lost 29-26) and the officiating , Maquokota (won 27-14) just 
after a hungry Christmas, DeWitt (won 25-19) closeness to home, Savanna (won 32-14) five 
consecutive wins in personal matches, Morrison (won 37-13) the rock hard mat and moving 
scale, Fulton (won 44-10) winning 10 of 12-Weight classes. Assumption (won 32-14) the 
grudge match for the King's crown. 

The Varsity Wrestling squad finished one of the best seasons in the school's history with a 
10-1 dual meet record. Also a first this year, they placed first in six tournaments; 3 invitation- 
al, conferences, sectional, district.
